A GROWING DANGER. 


It is evident that the fight for safer conditions on electric 
roads running through the country wi!l have to be as persistent 
and prolonged as was that. made by the Post-Dispatch for safer 
‘ Ognditions on the city eleetric roads in St. Louis. Eleven pas- 
sengers killed outright and 29 badly injured was the result of 
peorly constructed track oy an electric road in New York state 
July 4. 

This road ig a single track, going up hill and down, winding 
curves that would not be permitted on a steam road, and gen- 
erally without any of the precautions for public safety that the 
Steam railroads have been required by law to adopt. 

This practice of building electric roads without care for safety 
is common to the entire country. It is a Missouri practice. There 
are electric roads running out of St. Louis that have danger- 
Ous @rades and curves, and that are without proper signa!, brake 
or other safety equipment. I+ is onlv a question of time until we 
shall be shocked with accidents as terrible as the one near Glov- 
eraville, N. Y., on the Fourth. 

The lawmakers must be compelled to take up this subject and 
Pass such laws as will place the electric roads on the same basis 
as steam roads. Grades must come down, curves be made easier, 
and all other precautions taken to make these rapidly growing 
railways safe for passengers and the general public.

WOMAN S SUFFRAGE AND PUBLIC ORDER 


The Woman's Journal has gathered some facts of ifterest re- 
garding the suffrage in Wyoming and Colorado which witness 
to the satisfaction of suffragists. 

Congressman Shafroth of Colorado discovers that woman suf- 
frage is not only right but practical. Caucuses are held in more 
respectable places and are better attended and better conducted. 
The polls have been purified of much of their corruption. 

Judge Kingman of the Wyoming Supreme Court wpeites: ‘‘Be- 
fore women voted we had a perfect pandemonium; at the next 
eiection women voted, perfect: order prevailed, and has prevailed 
since."’ 

Judge Lacy of the same court says: 
as quiet and respectable as any other place at which women 
are expected to congregate, and in the general electfon, ma- 
chinery the improvement over methods‘ that would be in vogue in 
the absence of women is very marked.”’ 

Another says: “Ary woman may go to the polls unattended, 
with the same assurance of respect, safety and courtesy as if 
she were going shopping or to prayer meeting. A man would 
incur personal danger who should violate the rule of uniform 
courtesy to ali women under such’ circumstances.”’ 

This ig testimony at first hand. It proves that in one im- 
portant respect—public order--woman’'s suffrage has been bene- 
ficial in states which have adopted it.

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HONEST ADMINISTRATION OF LAW. 


In his Pittsburg address, after having confessed the need of 
new legisiation to meet new conditions, the President said: 

“Above and beyond all legislation we need honest and fearless 
administration of the laws as they are on the statute books. 
Honest and fearless administration of those laws in the interest 
neither of the rich man as such, nor of the poor man as such, 
but in the interest of equal and exact justice to all alike.” 

This salutary rule is in some quarters more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. 

A pre-eminent virtue of the rule is that the thorough enforce- 
ment of a statute is sure to expose its vices, if it has any. Legis- 
lative progress and improvement come best and quickest by the 
Prompt and honest testing of a law, 7% see, by practice, whether 
or not it is a good law. 

If executive and administrative officials would tn all cases try 
earnedtly to enforce the law they are sworn to enforce, instead 
of, as they sometimes do, look diligently for reasons why it can’t 
be enforeed, there would be fewer dead letters on tht statute 
books and legislative conditions would be clearer, saner, more 
intelligible.

CORONATION GIFT STOLEN IN 
NEW YORK HARBOR. 


RELIC IS VALUED AT $10,000 


Treasure Was in Two Parts and Was 
Found in Jamaican Waters—In- 
scribed to Prince of Wales. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—There is much ex- 
citement on board the ship Attroctor, 
moored at the Moprris street dock, Jersey 
City, owing to the stealing of the most 
precious thing on board—part of an old 
ship's bell, bearing the inscription ‘Prince 
of Wales, 1740,"" and consigned to King Ed- 
ard of England. The bell, or, rather the 
portion of it, were intrusted to the care 
of Capt. Scott, according to his story, by 
the British officials of ingston, Jamaica, 
the captain promising to forward them to 
the king upon his arrival in port here. 

The relic, together with the coins, is 
valued at $10,000, had been recovered from 
the sea by a native fisherman at a point 
near Kingston and turned over to-the Brit- 
ish officials, who, upon discovering the in- 
scription, decided to send it to King Ed- 
ward as a coronation gift. 

Capt. Scott was about to sail, and_he 
agreed to bring the bell to New York. The 
relic was in two parts, having been broken 
| by the blasting necessary to release it from 
the rocks. Capt Scott told this story of 
the bell, and a few hours later it was 
mysteriously removed from the ship's hold.

Water Superintendent Was Acquitted 
of Murder Charge. 

JOPLIN, Mo., July 71.—George G. Bayne, 
superintendent of the Joplin Water Co., 
who killed W. E. Grayston, a lawyer, on 
Main street, last November, has been ac- 
quitted by a jury here of the charge of 
murder.
